RISE IN BRITISH FUNDS.

THE BANK RATE. . 

There seems to be considerable diversity 
of opinion in Lombard ‘street as to the 
probability of an early reduction in the Bank 
rate. Ir some quarters it is held that the 
American Federal Reserve rate must first come 
down, and that even then there must be a 
great improvement in the gold position here 
before a reduction in the Bank’s official 
minumum is justified. The New York ex 
change is not moving up so rapidly as “is 
usual at this time of the year, probably 
owing to the dislocation of trade resulting 
from the coal strike, while there is stil] a 
Continental demand for gold.. On the other 
hand, it is argued that the Bank of England's 
stock of gold is £8,000,000 higher than at 
this time last year, and the reserve is greater 
by £11,000,009, while Continental gold ex- 
changes have lately been moving in our 
favour. - There is every probability of the 
bank securing a large portion of the 
£1,000,000 Cape gold offering in the market 
to-day, but it is open to question whether 
the weekly arrivais from South Africa would 
be retained here were the Bank rate reduced. 
The-discount market, however, has apparently 
already discounted the probability of a re- 
duction by lowering bill rates to practically 
1 per cent. below the official minimum.

‘Dr. ‘Kenhey, Secretary of the Irish Agricul- 
jural Organisation Society, addressed the Con- 
ference on the advisability. of closer combina- 
tion between Irish creameries, particular! 
regard to the combined sale oí Iri 
butter. With this he coupled the necessity 
for better transit of butter from this country 
to the British markets. While other, countries, 
he” said, sent refrigerated products for the 


4 English markets, which ensured their arrival 


at a regulated. témperature, Ireland sent by 
the ordinary ‘transit method ‘without re- 
frigeration, sometimes at temperatures of /0 
to 75 degrees Fahrenheit. This meant that 
Irish butter was in a semi-liquid state in the 
hot summer months on reaching the English 
markets, To get over this difficulty and 
improve conditions they must have combined 
transit by certain routes to certain ports 
direct to the‘ markets. 

At the same time the whole output of the 
creameries should be sold, not by a few 
hundred people competing against each other, 
but by one organisation and with one voice. 
Unless 80 per cent. of the creameries com- 
bined their action would be ineffective. 


MEETING COMPETITION. 

Mr. Denis Hegarty, Secretary of the Irish 
Association of Creamery Managers, described 
in detail the present methods of sale and 
transit compared with the methods which it 
was proposed to employ for the future for the 
betterment of the industry. Other countries 
had changed their systems, and they should 
change theirs in the Free State to meet the 
more intense competition in the British 
markets by the other dairy countries of the 


world. i 

Mr, R. Holohan, Chairman of Kilkenny 
County Council, proposed that. the scheme 
outlined by Dr: Kenney was worthy of ap- 
proval and that all societies be asked to join. 

Mr. Thomas Flynn, Chairman of the Dun- 
garvan Creamery Society, .seconded, und 
strongly advocated combined sale.

O’Casey's play, '““The Plough and the Stars,” 
was sufficient to book up the Abbey Theatre 
for this week's revival of it. People who 
ignore the Abbey performances generally 
waited in queues for the past two days to 
secure seats, just because there was some- 
thing that was being talked about.

PROFIT ON A BEAST. : 

Chairman—It looks as if the retail price of 
meat has not come down at all in proportion 
to the reduction in the cost of the beast. I 
think that the proportion’ of rough meat 
‘which you give in your précis of evidence— 
240 lbs. out. of 560 lbs.—seems larger than 
usual, 

Witness—It is surprising al] the coarse meat 
that is on a beast. 

Chairman—According to your figures, £3 is 
your gross profit on a beast. 

Witness—It depends on how you buy a 
beast. . 

Chairman—Surely. you must make more 
than £3 gross profit on a beast of good 
quality? | 

Witness—At certain times of the year you 
would not make that at all. 

Chairman—tIn. that. figure you have not 
taken the wages you pay into account, so you 
must be carrying on at a loss? We are not 
making any money now. 

Chairman—If you were not making money, 
how did you come to reduce the price of 
meat by 2d. per Ib. all round in November 
last? Cattle came down a bit in price, and 
we are giving the people the benefit of it. 

Chairman—Before November, how long had 
beef been at the high price? For over a

SHEEP. 
Continuing, witness said that the present 
rice of sheep would be about £3 5s. per head, 
he present price of mutton was ls.

Chairman—<According to your figures, you 
would have a profit of about 7s. on a sheep, 
and that does not take ‘into account the wages 
you pay.

CHEAPER IN DUBLIN, 

Answering Mr. Butler, witress said: “I 
saw sheep sold in Dublin on Thursday week 
last. for less than I could buy them at home.” 

Mr. Butler—It seems an extraordinary thing 
that sheep can sell at 2d. per Ib. more in 
Kilkenny than in. Dublin, 

In reply to the Chairman, witness said that 
there were thirteen or fourteen butchers in 
Kilkenny, and they killed between them about 
100 sheep per week, and two cattle each per 
week. He would be ‘in favour of a public 
slaughter house in Kilkenny. 

“ PHILANTHROPISTS!” 

Senator. Farren, commenting. on witness's 
statement that butchers were not making 
money, said: ‘‘We are not, so foolish as to 
believe’ that people are in business for 
philanthropic reasons.’’

THE TRAINING.OF GIRLS. 

.. Miss Bennett advocated the provision of 
vocational, or technical, education for every 
boy and girl. The school-leaving age, Miss 
Bennett urged, should to raised to 16 years, 
with a subsistence grant to all pupils. be- 
tween 14 and 16 years of age. Technical 
education of a domestic character should be 
given to all girls, homecraft being the 
vocation of the large majority, who would 
-be housekeepers and mothers, if not domestic 
‘wage-earners. Sufficient appreciation was 
not bestowed on the reactions of the home 
life on. health, mentality, and morals of the 
community, as well as on the financial and 
industrial dr gá Í of the nation. 

Techuical education could not fully repay 
its cost’ to the community when the homes 
of the workers were overcrowded and in- 
sanitary, food inadequate or unsuitable, the 
primary rules of pérsonal health neglected, 
and the children born and reared by mothers

DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 

In this connection she urged that classes 
in domestic economy, on lines similar to 
those of day ‘trade classes in dressmaking, 
should: be compulsory, and she said that she 
would tank doniestic service as a highly- 
skilled trade, requiring specialised training 
in. its every branch, including the care of 
babies and children. The establishment of 
a créche would afford a practical opportunity 
for the: training of children’s nurses, and, in 
a city like Dublin, she .suggested. that 
domestic training should be given in a hostel 
ran in. connection. with th» Employment 
Exchange. . This would serve the purpose 
of a training: school, an employment bureau, 
and a place of residence’ for daily or un- 
employed domestic servants; and, m a 
special department of the school, hotel and 
restaurant workers could be trained. 

Such a scheme as this would raise the 
status of domestic service in the minds of 
the workers, and help t~ remove friction 
between employer and employed by establish- 
ing standard wages and conditions,. She 
thought that associations of employers’ and 
workers were essential in connection with 
domestic service; and that such organisa- 
tions should be represented’on the committee 
in. control of a domestic training school and 


hostel. 
RESIDENTIAL SCHOOLS. 

Witness also suggested the establishmen 
of residential schools for training girls in 
outdoor work; such schools should be out- 
side, but not far from, towns. Instruction 
should be given in dairy work, poultry farm- 
ing, market gardening and fruit-growing, 
bee-keeping, and soforth. All pupils should 
be provided with free board, lodging, in- 
struction, and an outfit of clothes, the cost 
of which could, in part, he borne by the 
sale of the produce, while day boarders could 
also be received. 

In reply to the Chairman, Miss Bennett 
said that her union included women in the 
printing trade and in laundries, woollen mills, 
and tobacco factories. Her reason for raising 
the school-leaving age was th t girls between 
14 and 18 were in demand for employment, 
and when they reached the age of 20 they 
were dispensed with, There was a tendency 
to run industries by juvenile labour, 
employers in Dublin. making it a practice 
to employ girls from 14 to 16 years of age. 
There were not so many boys of this age. 


QUESTION OF CONTROL. 
The wage scale for girls was fixed more on 
the basis of age than of experience. The 
number in employment should, im her opinion, 
be controlled, but that would have to be 
carefully exercised and many points taken 
into considération: She thought ‘that the con- 
trol should preferably be exercised by the 
trade unions. In giving technical education 
the prd&pects of an industry should be con- 
sidered; but it was her cpinion that girls 
should be given practical knowledge as to the 
method of attacking and doing a job." -A 
knowledge of machinery should also be im- 
parted, as well as a general knowledge of the 
principles underlying electricity. She thought 
that girls should also be instructed in motor- 


driving.

CAMBRIDGE, Tuesday ities 
With a characteristic sense of the 
topical the undergraduates of Cambridge, 
at the first Union debate for the Lent 
Term, to-night discussed the motion: 
“That the listening-in habit is a menace 
to the sanity of England.” The “ House’’ 
was packed, and the battle centred largely 
on the quality of the British Broadcasting 


Company’s programmes. The speeches were 
full of bantering humour. 


A PROGRAMME DESCRIBED. . 
Mr. R. E. Stevenson (St. John’s College), 


‘who proposed the motion, began by open- 


ing a copy of the official, weekly publica- 
tion of the British Broadcasting Company 
and criticising its contents. Brightness, 
vigour and continuity of architecture were 
aimed at in the programmes, he said, but 
none of these qualities was achieved. 

“ Who is there who is not appalled every 
night by strings of curious items?” he 
asked. — “We first hear ‘Little Willie’ 
being told to look behind the beer barrel 
for his birthday present. (Loud laughter.) 
Then, in alleged music, we hear a succes- 
sion of bumps and jars, as if someone had 
fallen downstairs. Maybe that has some- 
thing to do with the continuity of archi- 
tecture. (Laughter.) There are read ex- 
tracts from the morning papers, and the 
wag of the. studio calls them “news 
bulletins.’’ We are told that the weather 
will be fair to fairly fair, with the inevit- 
able depression over Iceland. 


MONSTROUS INACTIVITY. 

“On the educational side there is a 
mania for evolution, which must be the 
subject of conversation in the studio, 
Wireless is a stratagem for producing a 
monstrous national inactivity. Instead of 
going to good concerts or to the university 
people turn on the wireless. The whole 
thing is a suspension of enterprise and 
everything worth living for. It is a colossal 
scheme, leading up to an armchair 
millennium. We are promised television 
soon. No doubt, we shall have broadcast 
the sound of someone imbibing liquid, 
and that as a substitute for drinking.”’ 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. M. A. B. King-Hamilton (Trinity 
Hall), Vice-President, speaking against the 
resolution, pleaded that pleasant, healthy 
home life was.a nation’s greatest need, and 
wireless had done more to promote that 
than any other invention. 

Mr. 8. C. Roberts (Pembroke College), 
ex-Librarian, described the introduction of 
a valve set into a home as a bringing of a 
town crier into the private life of the 
family, and keeping him there. Conversa- 
tion, one of the noblest of the arts, had 
already fallen on evil days, and broadcast- 
ing looked like giving it the coup de gréce.
